Ferried away Riders lobby to keep floating commute 


Necessity forced riders 
onto the ferries, now 
it may force them off

BERKELEY — Remember the 
age of peaceful protest in the city 
of civil disobedience? Well, grass 
roots activism has been reborn in 
Berkeley, only now witha 
thirtysomething twist: the draft 
dodgers have grown up into 
lawyers and business executives 
and the hot issue is not Vietnam, 
it’s the Berkeley-San Francisco 
ferry. 

In the aftermath of the October 
earthquake, Caltrans officials 
were in a rush to find any and 
every type of alternative 
transportation available to move 
the herd of commuters left 
stranded in the East Bay. The 
solution was the Blue-and-Gold 
fleet, ferries commissioned to 
shuttle passengers hourly from 
Berkeley and Oakland until the 
bridge was repaired. 

But now that the Bay Bridge is 
reopened, ridership on the ferry 
has dropped considerably. 


Caltrans is talking of suspending 
all ferry runs after Friday night. 
This has a number of commuters 
disappointed; so disappointed, in 
fact, that some have organized 
newsletters and lobbying groups 
to keep the system alive. 

One such group, mostly made 
up of San Francisco attorneys, is 
the Berkeley Ferry Committee, 
which puts out ‘‘Ferry Tales,’’ a 
newsletter chronicling the 
multitude of happenings, 
romances, and tidbits of gossip 
that occur on the Berkeley ‘‘Love 
Boat.”’

Mired project to go forward 


Architects may 
get access to lot

EL CERRITO — After years 
of lawsuits, public hearings and 
bitter disputes, a truce may finally 
have been called in the parking 
wars that have stalled redevelop- 
ment on a major stretch of San 
Pablo Avenue. 

The City Council reached a 
compromise Monday on a pro- 
posal that should allow the owner 
of an aging bar on the 10100 
block of San Pablo Avenue to 
redevelop his property and give 
the owners of a nearby architects’ 
office access to a parking lot they 
built but have never been able to 
use. 

If there are no further hitches 
in what has been a complicated, 
drawn-out process, the council’s 
decision will finish redevelopment 
of the target area at the corner of 
San Pablo and Central avenues, 
realize a common parking plan 
for the area, and get the city out

of a costly lawsuit. 

“All of the grief ... is far out of 
proportion to any possible 
benefits this plan could achieve,”’ 
said city Planning Director De- 
Wayne Guyer, urging the council 
to approve the proposal and final- 
ly put the dispute to rest. 


The problem began several 
years ago when architects Robert 
Faussner and Frank Bellows 
remodeled their offices near the 
corner of San Pablo and Central 
avenues and built a rear parking 
lot as required by city law. They 
thought they could use a nearby 
acupuncture clinic’s driveway to 
get to the lot. But the clinic’s 
owners, the Chiang family, refus- 
ed, saying that the narrow 
driveway was never intended for 
public use. 

That left the architects with a 
new parking lot that was cut off 
from the street. Faussner and 
Bellows, both city commissioners, 
sued the city over access rights to 
the lot. Then Angelo Foster, 
owner of the nearby Happy Hour 
bar, seemed to offer a way out of 
the mess by proposing to 
redevelop his property. 

Foster planned to remodel and 
expand his bar by tearing down a

directory will continue to contain a listing for ‘‘The 
Wherehouse Records”’ in El Cerrito until the new 
book comes out next June. 

But the name is no longer accurate. Other than a 
handful of 12-inch singles, The Wherehouse no 
longer carries records of any kind. 

“‘Everybody’s phasing out albums and 45s, and 
we were just one of the first ones to do it,”’ a clerk 
at the store told us. 

“Most of our sales are in cassettes and CDs. So 
we just phased them out. There isn’t much demand 
for them.” 

As far as the chain is concerned, the debate 
about the merits of records versus compact discs 
and tapes is over. Records have lost. 

Are phonographs now obsolete, destined to 
become unwanted garage sale fodder along with 8- 
track tape players and transistor AM radios? 

The clerk was unsure about what store &till stocks 
records, suggesting a Berkeley outlet. ‘“You might 
try Leopold’s,’’ she suggested. ‘‘They might still 
have them.”’ . 


FORTUNATELY, there are two other stores in 
the immediate area where records are still king, so 
don’t chuck your turntable or platters just yet. 

There was no shortage of business at Down 
Home Records in El Cerrito last weekend. 

‘‘Make it quick, we’re real busy,”’ the clerk said 
when we called to ask about the demise of the 
record album. 

Are LPs on the way out? ‘‘No, not at all. As long 
as they put them out, we’ll get them,’’ was the 
response. ‘‘We have thousands of LPs.”’ 

Down Home doesn’t carry any of the latest Top 
40 selections, but has a wide range of folk, blues, 
vintage jazz, country, bluegrass, vintage rock and 
roll, big band, rhythm and blues, and ethnic music. 

The clerk estimated that LPs made up 60 percent 
of the store’s sales, followed by CDs at 25 percent 
and cassettes at 15 percent. 


OVER AT BAYTOWN RECORDS in Albany 
records make up 100 percent of sales. Used LPs, 
45s and even old 78s are all the store carries. 

The fun for record collectors is searching 
through the bins of 45s for long forgotten and long 
out of print treasures. Categories include rock, 
soul, country, novelty, blues and instrumentals, 
among others. 

There might be some finds in the stacks of 78s as 
well, but we haven’t bothered to look. We already 
have a pile of 78s gathering dust at home because 
manufacturers no longer make turntables that play 
the high-speed records.

Holiday Safety Reminders 


Fire Chief Pete Barraza wants your holiday to be 
safe and enjoyable. To ensure that he offers these 
tips: 


@ Check your tree and outdoor lights before use. 
If there is any sign of damage, discard them. Only 
UL approved lights should be used. Miniature lights 
are recommended for trees. They don’t get as hot. 
Be sure your outdoor lights are clearly identified for 
outdoor use. 

@ Do not put more than three sets of lights on any 
extension cord. Keep all connections away from the 
tree’s water supply. Never run cords under rugs or 
across walkways. 

@ Keep both natural and artificial trees away from 
heat sources. Even the artificial trees are only fire 
resistant, not fire proof, and this protection is not 
permanent. Do not use electric lights on metal trees. 
They pose a serious shock hazard. 

@ Select natural trees that are still fresh. The 
needles should not pull easily from the branches. 
Consider professional spraying with a state fire 
marshall-approved flame retardant. Re-cut the 
trunk one or two inches above the old cut and im- 
mediately place in water. Water should be kept 
above the cut line at all times. 

® Do not leave lights on for long periods of time 
and never leave them on in an unoccupied room. 

@ Make sure you have an adequate fire ex- 
tinguisher at your home and that all family 
members know where it is and how to use it. 

@ Check your smoke detector, replace the bat- 
teries and service your fire extinguishers. Make that 
your Christmas gift for your house. 

@ Locate candles away from your tree, evergreen 
arrangements and other flammable materials. Bet- 
ter yet, don’t use open flame displays. 

@ Keep a fire screen in front of your fireplace 
when a fire is burning.

them, but since they were going to

The association is emphasizing 
that despite the policy adoption,

“Intimate Appeal: The 
Figurative Art of Beatrice Wood”’ 
is an apt title for the exhibit cur- 
rently on display at the Oakland 
Museum. ‘‘Intimate Appeal’ 
suggests the direct and engaging 
qualities so abundantly found in 
Wood’s art. And the art, like the 
artist’s life, is full of vigor and 
surprise. 

“Intimate Appeal’’ features 65 
works, all created between 1917 
and 1989. It is the first exhibit 
devoted to the artist’s figurative 
efforts. One piece to have been 
included was shattered by the re- 
cent earthquake. 


Wood, who turned 96 in April 

and is a longtime resident of Ojai, 

California, continues to work in 

her studio four to five hours a 

day. She ascribes her longevity to

Arensberg. 

Duchamp, both by his example 
and reassurances, had a signifi- 
cant impact on Wood. He gave 
her the use of his studio, critiqued 
her work and encouraged her

what appears to be a puddle) and 
teaches him how to hunt deer.

(Jack Wallace) and the younger 
Tom (Tcheky Karyo), who swear 
to kill the giant Kodiak after he 
mauls one of their horses. 

They get reinforcements in the 
form of a dog handler and a pack 
of snarling Dobermans; trouble’s 
ahead. 

The dog pack also includes 
Tom’s pet Airedale, Dixie, and 
the moment we see Tom embrace 
Dixie, we know which dog the 
bear is going to kill. 

This kind of manipulative plot-

This lightheartedness can be 
seen in the drawings, collages and 
graphic works Wood created in 
the first decades of the 20th cen- 
tury. These are on display in the 
Oakland Museum exhibit. 

Wood returned to California in 
1928 and settled in Los Angeles. 
In 1933, she enrolled in a ceramics 
class at Hollywood High School. 

Hoping to make a teapot which 
turned out to be more difficult 
than expected, Wood created two 
small figures which she was able 
to sell. Other figures followed, 
and in 1938 Wood studied at the 
University of Southern California 
with Glen Lukens. 

Throughout the 


next four 


decades Wood was instructed by ~ 


such leading ceramists as Otto 
and Gertrude Natzler and Otto 
and Vivika Heino. 

Wood’s two trips to India, in 
1961 and 1972 respectively, as 
well as her longtime friendship 
with Krishnamurti, spurred a pas- 
sion for Eastern beliefs and art. 
This, along with a modernist’s in- 
terest in primitive and folk art, 
has had a significant effect upon 
Wood’s figurative efforts. 

The subject of many of the 
works on display is that of men 
and women and the relationship 
between the sexes. Wood, who 
says she ‘‘loves men’’ but whose 
““best friends are women,”’’ is 
humorously outspoken about 
love, sex and romance. 

“He Could Not Wait’’ (glazed 
earthenware, 1984) depicts a 
young couple or possibly 
newlyweds in bed — she is naked, 
determinedly looking straight 
ahead; he is still dressed in his 
finest suit, a sour expression for- 
ming his face.

When a puma menaces the cub, 
we can also tell who’ll come to the 
rescue. 

It’s not only the plotting that’s 
manipulative: it’s also the 
sentiment. 

Except for the fact that they 
don’t talk, these bears could 
almost be Disney characters. The 
cub dreams, he eats 
hallucinogenic mushrooms and 
has a drug trip, he climbs a steep 
cliff and pants just like a little 
kid. (The dreams and the drug 
trip were animated by noted 
Czech animator, Bretislav Pojar.) 

Now, in Disney films, I expect + 
to be manipulated, but The Bear 
has been touted as being 
‘realistic’ (director Jean-Jacques 
Annaud made Black and White in 
Color, Quest for Fire, and The 
Name of the Rose). 

Well, do bears have drug trips? 
Do adult male bears ‘‘adopt’’ 
cubs? I don’t know, but I 
wonder. 

I also have more serious reser- 
vations, which have to do with 
animal films generally, especially 
those using wild animals. 

The press kit and all the 
reviews, including one in the 
animal lib magazine Animals’ 
Agenda, have maintained that

deckhand who told them he had 
plans for the races later that day.

Advocacy group blasts city’s plan to block homeless she|

The director of a support group 
said a local city’s efforts to block 
the opening of a homeless shelter 
are appalling because they are 
based on misperceptions and 
misrepresentations. 

The city of Pittsburg yesterday 
asked Contra Costa County 
Superior Court Judge Richard 
Patsey to issue a temporary re- 
straining order to stop the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society from 
operating a homeless shelter at 
the Pittsburg Armory. In the 
past, difficulties with the opera- 
tion of the shelter at the Concord 
armory have been cited by Pitt- 
sburg officials in defense of their 


attempts to stop the shelter from 
opening in Pittsburg. 

Volunteers of America Exec- 
utive Director Steve Bucknam 
said many of the more than 160 
incidents mentioned by Concord 
police in a report on the Concord 
shelter were “‘trivial or not related 
to the armory.”’ 

“They took place far away or 
with people not associated with 
the shelter,’’ Bucknum said. 

Included in the list, according 
to Bucknum, were 911 calls where 
police were summoned because 
someone fell down and was lying 
on the pavement, once because of 
an epileptic seizure. In another 
reported incident, a woman who

had been accused of stealing a 
pair of earrings produced a 
receipt showing that she had pur- 
chased them. 

Bucknum reeled off statistics 
and anecdotes to support his con- 
tention that, contrary to claims by 
Pittsburg officials, ‘‘a well run 
program doesn’t need very much 
outside help.”” 

While conceding that there 
were homeless people in the ar- 
mories with such problems as 
alcoholism, Bucknum disputed 
the claim that they create prob- 
lems that strain police resources. 
He said that a VOA program in 
Richmond served 106 people a 
day over the course of five and a 


half months, on only five occa- 
sions requiring police interven- 
tion. 

““My perception and belief is 
that these armory operations are 
really quite safe,’’ Bucknum said. 
“Their claim that it would cost 
them $15,000 in police time over a 
four-month period is 
preposterous.’” 

For example, Bucknum noted, 
VOA operates a program in West 
Oakland for 70 men that has not 
had occasion to call the Oakland 
Police Department for help once 
during the past year. And that 
statistic seems all the more com- 
pelling when he adds that the pro- 
gram serves men coming out of

Kevin Geraghty, who has an 
allergy clinic at the corner of Cen- 
tral and San Pablo avenues, to 
provide access to the parking lot 
via a driveway at the back of his 
property.

RICHMOND — Point Isabel 
Regional Shoreline Park. On 
weekends, up to 100 dogs can be 
seen running through the park, 
splashing in the bay, sniffing 
noses or wrestling with each 
other. 

Meanwhile, their owners brag 
about their pets and trade advice 
on subjects from obedience 
training to housebreaking. 

The park is a canine heaven 
where dogs can run free, swim 
and socialize with each other and 
their owners. It’s a place where 
owners don’t have to worry about 
being dragged around by their 


dogs, since leashes are not 
required. 


“It’s like taking your kids to 
the playground,”’ said Helen 
Klebanoff, a dog owner who 
frequents the park. ‘‘Dogs make 
friends with other dogs. They get 
to socialize. They get to be dogs.”’ 


Point Isabel is unique, 
considering the restrictions a 
canine faces in urban areas. Most 
municipal parks require owners to 
keep Fido on a leash, and some 
don’t even allow dogs at all. 

Even though many dog owners 
don’t pay attention to the 
restrictions, they still run the risk 
of facing fines from a strict 
policeman or the dog catcher. 

Point Isabel is located on a

25-acre strip of land along the 
Bay in Richmond. The land was 
originally owned by the U.S. 
Postal Service years ago, and was 
a popular spot for exercising 
dogs. 

In 1982, the East Bay Regional 
Park District took over the area, 
which meant people would have 
to follow the same leash rules as 
other district parks. 

“The rule of thumb says you 
have to have a leash on your dog 
in developed areas and around 
picnic tables,’’ said Ned McKay, 
EBRPD spokesman. Point Isabel 
fits the description of a developed 
area. 

Klebanoff, who used the land 
for years to exercise her dog, 
didn’t like the rules, so she 
formed an informal group that 
wrote letters to the park district 
asking them to make an exception 
at Point Isabel to the leash 
restriction. 

EBRPD agreed, informally, 
and didn’t enforce the rule until a 
park worker was bit by a dog in 
1986. The park district began 
telling everyone at Point Isabel 
that leashes had to be used again. 

At this point, Klebanoff and 
several others formed a club 
called the Point Isabel Dog 
Owners. PIDO circulated a 
petition that ultimately convinced 
the park district to return to 
allowing dogs their free rein. 

““We’ve developed a real nice 
relationship with (the park 
district),’’ Klebanoff said. PIDO 
sat down with park officials and 
set up rules, which are enforced

casually by park users. 

One of the most important 
rules is that park patrons pick up 
after their dogs. In fact, a vending 
machine with a poop-scoop kit 
was available, until the machine 
was removed because of damage 
from fog moisture. 

Klebanoff said dog owners 
carry their own little plastic bags 
and scoops now. 

Larry Pagels, a past PIDO 
president, said the park is a 
blessing for him and his Springer 
Spaniel, because he is disabled 
and the area is accessible to him. 

Point Isabel is on flat land, 
with good trails that elderly and 
disabled people can walk along 
without having to worry about 
holding their dogs on leash. 

Before the park was made a 
dog haven, dogs could only run 
free on undeveloped areas. ‘‘And 
for people with mobility 
problems, that’s not feasible,’’ 
Pagels explained. 

He added that Point Isabel has 
sparked interest in making other 
parks dog-recreation areas. ‘‘We 
got a letter from a person in 
Minnesota wanting to do the 
same kind of thing up there,”’ 


_ Pagels said. 


Klebanoff said most of the 
dogs visiting Point Isabel are 
well-behaved because they have 
been ‘‘socialized’’ with other dogs 
at the park before. She said if a 
dog gets unruly, the owner is told 
to keep it on leash until it gets 
used to the presence of so many 
people and dogs.

The popular Celica sport coupe has been Toyota’s best seller for 20 years. 


Throughout this trip I found 
the Celica’s agility impressive. Its 
performance and economy were 
also worth noting. The 2.2 liter 
four- cylinder engine has a wide 
power band produced by its twin 
cam multi-valve head and fuel in- 
jection. 

Toyota has obviously refined 
its technology to a fine trim, as 
the coupe returned around 26 
miles to the gallon on this trip. 

Part of this enjoyment also 
comes from the vehicle’s excellent 
suspension package. Although 
it’s very similar in layout to last 
year’s models, all the components 
have been completely redesigned. 

It uses gas struts on all four 
corners with a single tower con- 
trol arm up front and twin lateral 
links and trailing arms on the 
rear. The suspension package also 
features anti-roll bars front and 
rear using the latest ball-joint 
attachment points replacing the 
age-old rubber joints. 

This redesign offers superior 
control for the suspension but 
allows less deflection of its com- 
ponents and therefore a more 
positive location of the tire, wheel 
and body combination during 
cornering. 

The ‘‘all-out’’ of this technical 
jargon simply means that the 
Celica, in its GT and GTS wrapp- 
ings, handles precisely and 
without fuss, giving the driver an 
assured feel that he is pleasurably 
“in’’ control. 

The GT version I drove slapped 
down a 130 horsepower which I 
found delivered a wide and even 


powerband. Unlike many of the 
earlier four-cylinder eight-valve 
engines, the new generation four- 
valve engines offer a meaty V8- 
like power band which does not 
die away just as you get up and 
start going. 

A five-speed transmission 
comes stock with this engine and 
a four-speed automatic is op- 
tional. 


The interior package is typical 
of Toyota’s coupes. It’s all clear 
and functional with no ‘‘nick- 
nacks’’ to clutter or confuse. 

The front fabric-covered 
seating is comfortable and well- 
suited to the bigger-framed driver 
and can be easily adjusted into an 
excellent driving position. The 
rear seat space is somewhat lim- 
ited, in keeping with the sport 
coupe tradition, but provides ac- 
ceptable seating for ‘‘small folks’’ 
and the occasional adult passen- 
ger. 

The cockpit is oval-shaped and 
feels welcoming. All the controls 
fall right to hand with excellent 
ventilation functions set up on a 
finger reach control surface on 
the side of the instrument panel. 

The steering feel has been dra- 
matically improved over past 
years with a power rack and pi- 
nion system which offers superb 
feel and balance like the best 
Europe has to offer. An airbag is 
also included in the steering hub.

Alcohol at parties 


leads to accidents 


Drinking drivers are responsi- 
ble for approximately half the 
people killed in California traffic 
accidents, according to the 
California State Automobile 
Association. 

In California, 2,510 persons 
were killed in alcohol-related ac- 
cidents in 1988 out of a total of 
5,381 traffic deaths. 

CSAA issues the following tips 
for those hosting holiday parties. 

e Suggest that your guests form 
car pools, with designated drivers 
who agree to remain sober. 

¢ Don’t make drinking the 
primary activity at your party. 
Focus on dancing, games, food or 
conversation. 

© Make sure that non-alcoholic 
drinks are available. 

® Use fruit juice or tea as a base 
for alcohol-content punch. Car- 
bonated mixers speed up the rate 
that alcohol is absorbed into the 
body. 

e Provide plenty of food 
because it helps slow the body’s 
absorption of alcohol. Offer 


meat, cheese and other high- 
protein foods, which stay in the 
stomach longer. 

¢ At least two hours before the 
party is scheduled to end, put 
away the alcoholic beverages. 
Continue to provide plenty of 
non-alcoholic drinks. 

© Offer your guests a late snack 
to end the evening. 

Quick cures won’t help those 
who have overindulged, CSAA 
says. Taking a cold shower or 
drinking a lot of coffee after too 


much alcohol makes a person 
wide-awake, but still drunk, the 
AAA-affiliated auto club em- 
phasizes. 

If guests do drink too much, 
the host can call organizations 
that offer free transportation to 
party-goers, pay for a taxi ridé 
home, drive the guests home or let 
them spend the night. 

If drinkers insist on driving, the 
party-giver can call 911 to reach 
the local police department or, if 
highway travel is involved, the 
California Highway Patrol. It is 
helpful to have a description of 
the vehicle, including color and 
license plate number. 

To help party hosts provide 
non-alcoholic drinks, a holiday 
party guide containing alcohol- 
free recipes has been issued by the 
California State Automobile 
Association, the Office of Traffic 
Safety of the Nevada Department 
of Motor Vehicles and Public 
Safety and Harrah’s Reno. 

The booklets are designed to 
encourage party-givers to be 
responsible hosts and to provide 
non-alcohol drinks for guests who 
are driving. 

The guides list 18 alcohol-free 
drink recipes created by profes- 
sional bartenders. Among the 
names of drinks listed are BADD 
(Bartenders Against Drunk 
Drivers), Designated Driver and 
Sober Thought. ‘ 

Copies of the booklets are’ 
available from California State 
Automobile Association district 
Offices. 


Safety course for seniors 
leads to accident decrease 


California drivers, 55 and over, 
who voluntarily take a state- 
approved driver improvement 
course appear to be better traffic 
safety risks than those who don’t, 
according to a recent DMV report 
to the legislature. 

Improved traffic safety is not 
the only possible benefit of the 
law which was authored by 
Assemblyman Richard Katz (D- 
Sepulveda). Graduates of the 
program, started in July 1987, 
can also receive a reduction in lia- 
bility premiums from their motor 
vehicle insurance company. 


According to Katz, ‘‘Many 
seniors learned to drive 40 or 50 
years ago when the roads and 
traffic laws were very different.’’ 
He points out that ‘‘the voluntary 
program enables California 
senior drivers to update driving 
skills and knowledge,’’ and con- 
cludes that “‘this can only have a 


positive impact on traffic safety 
throughout the state.’’ 


The DMV report compared 
accident and conviction records 
of more than 40,000 course par- 
ticipants and a random sample of 
over 75,000 senior drivers who 
hadn’t taken the course. Results 
revealed 16 percent fewer fatal 
and injury accidents and 15.7 per- 
cent fewer traffic convictions ex- 
perienced by graduates of Mature 
Driver Improvement courses. 


Taught at DMV licensed 
schools, MDI course subjects in- 
clude defensive driving, traffic 
laws and the effects of fatigue, 
alcohol, drugs and health prob- 
lems on driving ability. To con- 
tinue receiving a motor vehicle li- 
ability insurance discount, a 
graduate must retake the course’ 
every three years and maintain a 
good driving record.

Keeping the mind working 


SHE CALLS IT Mind Works: 
The Mental Fitness Connection, 
and several of her devoted 
students called me to extol the 
wonders of this scientist turned 
educator and her wonderful 
classes. 

Connie Lynch, Ph.D. has 
created a program to encourage 
older adults to maintain and 
renew their mental fitness. 

“As people grow older,’’ her 
brochure says, ‘‘their reasons for 
thinking in a rigorous manner 
diminish. It becomes 
unnecessary to solve the 
everyday problems of jobs or 
families. A loss of both curiosity 
and the desire to be challenged 
mentally results. Older people 
need to retain their interest in 
the world and to pursue new 
experiences. It might be said, 
perhaps, that no only can ‘old 
dogs’ learn ‘new tricks’ but also 
that such learning is greatly 
beneficial to their mental and, 
therefore, their physical health.” 

Just as ourmuscles must be 
used or they lose their strength 
so the muscle that is our mind 
must be exercised to maintain its 
strength and ability. Current 
research indicates that using our 
brains helps us feel younger, 
according to Lynch. The Mind 
Works approach emphasizes 
challenging mental activity and a 
perceptive outlook toward life. 
“Although many of these older 
students are unable to render 
outstanding physical 
performances, their prowess at 
mental gynmastics is 


remarkable.’’ 

The classes, Dr. Lynch 
explained, actually do thinking. 
“‘A program designed to help 
people think must be interesting, 
challenging, diverse, stimulating, 
relevant, non-threatening and, 
above all, fun.’’ 

How is this done? In several 
ways. ‘‘I use a technique called 
‘What If’.’”’ 

“‘What if,’’ she asks, ‘‘our 
knees bent the other way?’’ The 
students must think about that 
and bring out their own answers 
to this evocative suggestion. She 
also uses metaphors — how is 
something like something else? 
Communication is an extremely 
important part of the whole 
thing and is extremely important 
in all of our lives. ‘‘It doesn’t 
matter how much you observe 
things if you can’t tell anyone 
about it,’’ she said. 

Communication means not 
only talking and writing but it 
also means listening. The class 
plays listening games as well. 


NO ONE EVER seems to get 
bored, Lynch says. ‘‘The most 
important word is fun. We doa 
lot of laughing.’’ Her students 
agree. They also say the class 
has helped them. “‘It is a 
wonderful way to keep our 
minds stretched,’’ wrote 
Florence Sikora. Estelle Lurie, 
who started when the class was 
taught in Albany, has continued 
coming to El Cerrito although 
she has moved to Alameda.
